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NEW GW PROFESSOR WINS NATIONAL AWARD FOR 
BEST PH.D. DISSERTATION 

Mark Long, Assistant Professor of Economics, Honored by 
Association for Public Policy Analysis and Management 

WASHINGTON - Mark Long, assistant professor of economics and one of the newest 
members of The George Washington University faculty, is being honored with a national award 
for his Ph.D. dissertation, “The Effects of Education Policy on College Entry and Household 
Savings.” 

Long is the recipient of the “Best Ph.D. Dissertation in Public Policy and Management,” 
awarded by the Association for Public Policy Analysis and Management (APPAM). Winners 
receive a $1,000, a plaque, recognition at the annual APPAM fall research conference and 
publication of an abstract in the Journal of Policy Analysis and Management. 

“The economics department is in the process of building on our strengths in the policy 
area and Professor Long's appointment represents a significant step in that process,” said Harry 
Watson, professor of economics and chair of the department. “We are very pleased that his 
research has been recognized by the association; it is well deserved.” 

Long’s dissertation analyzed three elements of higher education policy: race and college 
admissions; college applications and the effect of affirmative action; and the impact of asset- 
tested college financial aid on household savings. Findings on the latter topic will be published in 
a forthcoming Journal of Public Economics. He wrote the dissertation while completing his 
graduate work at the University of Michigan. Long comes to GW as an expert in public 
economics, labor economics, the economics of education and applied econometrics. He joined 
the faculty in fall 2002. 

Located four blocks from the White House, The George Washington University 
Department of Economics comprises a faculty with a national reputation for their scholarly 
contributions to a wide range of areas in economics, including macro- and micro-economic 
theory, econometrics, economic development, economies in transition, environmental 
economics, industrial organization, international trade and finance, labor economics, public 
finance, and regional and urban economics.

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GW’S SPACE SECURITY PROGRAM LANDS $200,000 MacARTHUR AWARD 

Grant will Establish the Security Space Forum to Educate Space Specialists and 
National Security Experts on Space Security Issues 

WASHINGTON - The John T. and Catherine D. MacArthur Foundation has 
awarded The George Washington University Space Policy Institute and the Security 
Policy Program, both part of the Elliott School of International Affairs, a two-year, 
200,000 grant to establish a Security Space Forum. 

“The national security uses of space are an important emerging topic on the 
national security agenda,” said John Logsdon, director of the Space Policy Institute and 
professor in the Elliott School. “The goal of the Security Space Forum is to bring together 
both space specialists and national security generalists in order to educate each other on 
space security issues.” 

Logsdon added that the Washington, D.C., location is ideal for drawing together 
specialists in military space policy, national security analysts, policy-makers, researchers 
and the media. Most importantly, the forum will expand the policy debate and add to the 
expertise of the broader national security community. 

The forum will comprise a variety of formats and agendas to help facilitate the 
exchange of ideas between the experts. Luncheon discussions, already in progress, will 
form the centerpiece. At each of these meetings a commissioned paper on a specific 
topic in national security space policy will be thoroughly discussed. 

Also on the agenda are one-day space security conferences for the late spring of 
2003 and 2004, which will bring the work of the forum to a larger audience that will 
include other groups involved in the security space debate. These conferences will 
provide an overview of the “state of the debate” on space security issues and, will serve as 
a highly visible showcase for current research and policy work on the topic. 

“Secretary of Defense Donald Rumsfeld came into office with a space agenda; it 
is being implemented, but little is known in the broader policy community about the 
implications of this agenda,” said Gordon Adams, director of the Security Policy Program 
and professor in the Elliott School. “This is a chance to make military space issues more 
visible and better understood.”

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A monograph on space security issues will be published each year. The first 
volume will draw from the best of the papers presented at forum luncheons. The Security 
Space Forum has already established a forum Web site, www.gwu.edu/~spi/spaceforum, 
featuring links to the papers commissioned to date by the forum and other papers and 
reports relevant to the space security debate. 

“This generous grant from the MacArthur Foundation is an important vote of 
confidence in the quality of work we do here,” said Harry Harding, dean of the Elliott 
School. “The collaborative nature of this project is typical of what we do: bring together 
scholars from different academic programs to investigate the linkages between their areas 
of research and then to draw the implications for policy. The space policy and security 
policy programs are worthy of this recognition.” 

Located four blocks from the White House, The George Washington University 
was created by an Act of Congress in 1821. Today, GW is the largest institution of 
higher education in the nation’s capital. The University offers comprehensive programs 
of undergraduate and graduate liberal arts study as well as degree programs in medicine, 
law, engineering, education, business/public management and international affairs.

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GW AND MONTGOMERY COUNTY PUBLIC SCHOOLS PARTNER TO STUDY 
EFFECTIVENESS OF HIGHLY RATED SCIENCE CURRICULUM UNITS 

FOR DIVERSE STUDENTS 


GW’s Graduate School of Education and Human Development, Columbian College of Arts and 
Sciences and Montgomery County Public Schools Receive $5.2 Million Grant to Study How To 

Close Science Achievement Gaps 

WASHINGTON - A team of researchers at The George Washington University Graduate School 
of Education and Human Development and Columbian College of Arts and Sciences are collaborating 
with science educators at Montgomery County Public Schools (MCPS) in Maryland on a five-year study 
entitled “Scaling Up Highly Rated Science Curriculum Units for Diverse Populations.” The $5.2 million 
grant is funded by the Interagency Education Research Initiative (IERI) and administered by the National 
Science Foundation (NSF). 

The purpose of the grant is to study the “scale-up” (or the transition from idiosyncratic adoption of 
curriculum units to broad, effective implementation across a large and diverse school system) of three 
highly rated middle school science curriculum units. Ultimately, the research intends to identify the 
conditions under which effective evidence-based interventions improve student learning and achievement 
when applied on a large scale. 

“We are pleased to have a collaborative partnership with MCPS on a research project that can 
have national significance,” said Sharon Lynch, professor of secondary education. Lynch is serving as the 
grant’s principal investigator along with co-principal investigators Joel Kuipers, professor of 
anthropology and Curtis Pyke, assistant professor of secondary education. “Studying how to close 
achievement gaps in science and mathematics is a national priority and a crucial equity issue,” Lynch 
said. 


The research is a follow-up to a 2001-02 NSF/IERI-funded planning grant, “Examining the 
Effects of Highly Rated Curricula on Diverse Populations,” that included a pilot study involving 10 
middle schools with about 3,000 eighth-grade students. The current initiative will replicate the pilot study 
and then gradually implement three highly rated science units in MCPS while trying to accomplish the 
following objectives: 1) Study the effects on student achievement, motivation and engagement in order to 
close achievement gaps; 2) Use video analyses of student interactions, clarifying how these curriculum 
units actually function in classrooms with high levels of diversity; 3) Use the findings to work with MCPS 
science educators to improve student achievement; and 4) Study factors likely to have an impact on the 
curriculum units’ effectiveness.

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MCPS provides a unique setting for the study, as it is a large and highly diverse metropolitan 
public school system. More than half of its 140,000 students are non-white; about one-third can be 
categorized as low socioeconomic status; 14 percent have identified disabilities and there are increasing 
numbers of international students whose first language is not English. While the school system is 
currently highly regarded and highly ranked, it must work hard to reach all students to retain its status. 
Support from MCPS science educators will be a critical component to the success of the initiative, as they 
will not only be implementing the curriculum units, but also will be part of the professional development 
and research teams. 

“We are very committed to finding effective strategies to close achievement gaps and bring 
quality science instruction to all students,” said Michael Szesze, MCPS director of science education. 
“This project provides us the opportunity to explore the details that make differences.” 

IERI was developed in 1997 by an interagency team of representatives from the U.S. Department 
of Education, the National Institutes of Health and NSF. A federally sponsored program of research that 
reflects the common interests of these three agencies, IERI focuses on student learning and achievement 
in reading, mathematics and the sciences. Funding for this study comes as a result of the research being 
evidence-based and built on a sound experimental design, criteria emphasized by the White House under 
the No Child Left Behind legislation, which passed in December 2001.

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GW BUSINESS SCHOOL AWARDED $1.6 MILLION SOFTWARE GRANT FROM 
OPNET TECHNOLOGIES, INC., TO STUDY USES OF NEXT GENERATION INTERNET 

Internet2 Research Activities to Focus on Advanced Network Applications and Technologies 


WASHINGTON - OPNET Technologies, Inc., a pioneer and leading provider of Intelligent 
Network Management software, has made a $1.6 million software and training grant to Jerald Feinstein, an 
assistant professor of information systems at The George Washington University School of Business and 
Public Management (SBPM). The grant will support Internet2 research and classroom activities. The work 
covered in this grant enables Professor Feinstein to continue research previously sponsored by SBPM’s 
Department of Management Science. 

The grant includes licenses of OPNET’s IT Guru - a product with the ability to isolate application 
performance and network configuration problems. It also includes training to support Professor Feinstein’s 
research in developing virtual networking laboratories for conventional information systems courses as 
well as for those taught in a collaborative and distributed environment over Internet2.

“We are researching the use of these tools for use in Internet2 kinds of collaborative and distributed 
activities such as distributed meetings employing IP-based videoconferencing as well as distance learning 
applications where we envision developing distributed, virtual network design and simulation labs for the 
students to use,” said Feinstein. 

Todd Kaloudis, OPNET’s vice president of business development and marketing, said, “More than 
500 university groups worldwide use OPNET software across multiple disciplines including management 
information systems, electrical engineering and computer science. This is the same software we provide to 
businesses around the world for planning production networks and optimizing the performance of 
networked applications. We are very pleased to contribute to Professor Feinstein’s pioneering work.” 

Internet2 is a consortium being led by 200 universities working in partnership with industry and 
government to develop and deploy advanced network applications and technologies, accelerating the 
creation of tomorrow's Internet. GW has been one of the early experimenters with Internet2. Professor 
Feinstein has conducted research initiatives with Harvard University on collaborative and distributed 
learning over next generation Internet links. Such experimentation will help develop higher education’s and 
other industry’s understanding of lnternet2, and how the technology can be used to accelerate increases in 
productivity and efficiencies in supply-chains.

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FOUR GW PROFESSORS RECEIVE AWARDS AT 
AOL UNIVERSITY RESEARCH DAY 

AOL Provides Cash Prizes for Innovative Technology Solutions 

ASHBURN, VA - Four researchers from The George Washington University’s Virginia Campus 
received cash awards in November from America Online, Inc. (AOL), in recognition of their outstanding 
presentations during AOL-CIT University Research Day, a conference for AOL technologists hosted by 
Virginia’s Center for Innovative Technology (CIT). 

Jerald L. Feinstein, assistant professor of management science for the GW School of Business and 
Public Management (SBPM) was awarded the grand prize of $5,000 for his presentation on the technology 
judged to have the most significance to AOL. Feinstein’s research on “Reading Your Customers’ Minds,” 
conducted with Ross Lumley, assistant professor of management science, offers a Web-based approach to 
capturing preference and opinion information from millions of people. 

“In today’s world, businesses and organizations rely more and more on technology, specifically 
the Internet, to obtain important information about their customers and in turn gain a competitive 
advantage over their competitors,” Feinstein said. “This research day is invaluable, because it provides 
us with the opportunity to present and receive feedback on our current technology research and will 
hopefully lead to more university-industry collaboration.” 

In addition to Feinstein, three other GW professors received awards for their presentations and 
poster displays. 

• William E. Halal, professor of management science, SBPM, received first prize for his 
presentation, “TechCast: A Virtual Think Tank for Tracking the Technology Revolution.” 

• Jose-Luis Hernandez-Rebollar, research assistant, School of Engineering and Applied 
Science (SEAS), won second prize for his poster display “American Sign Language 
Interface.” 

• Robert W. Lindeman, assistant professor of computer science, SEAS, was awarded third 
prize for his poster display, “Tactile Feedback for HCI.” 

“We were able to expose our employees to a vast array of technology research, which will certainly 
impact our business and society in the future,” said Amy Hale, AOL’s director of university relations. 
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The AOL-CIT University Research Day is designed to give technologists from AOL an 
opportunity to begin dialogues with Virginia university researchers working in fields of interest to the 
company.

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FORMER INS COMMISSIONER JAMES W. ZIGLAR JOINS GW LAW FACULTY 
A GW Alumnus, Ziglar Becomes a Distinguished Visiting Professor in January 2003 


WASHINGTON - Dean Michael K. Young of The George Washington University Law School has 
announced that former Immigration and Naturalization Service (INS) Commissioner James W. Ziglar will join 
the Law School faculty as a distinguished visiting professor from practice in January 2003. Ziglar, who served 
as INS commissioner until November 30, 2002 when he retired from federal service, also is a GW alumnus. 

“We are thrilled and honored that Jim Ziglar has agreed to join our faculty as a distinguished professor 
from practice,” said Young. “With his extensive experience in the private sector and the example of his years 
of commitment to public service, he is in a unique position to make a significant impact on our academic 
community.” 

Ziglar has served in the federal government for more than 15 years. In addition to his position at the 
INS, he served as sergeant at arms of the U.S. Senate, as assistant secretary of the Interior for water and 
science - where he oversaw the operations of the Bureau of Reclamation, the Bureau of Mines and the U.S. 
Geological Survey - and as a congressional and public affairs officer at the Department of Justice. 

Ziglar began his legal career in 1972 as a clerk for former U.S. Supreme Court Justice Harry 
Blackmun before joining the New York firm of Mudge, Rose, Guthrie, Alexander and Ferdon, where he 
specialized in public securities law. In 1977, he joined O’Connor, Cavanagh, Anderson, Westover, 
Killingsworth and Beshears as a partner in the Phoenix office, where he established and managed the firm’s 
public securities practice. Ziglar’s investment banking experience includes serving as a managing director of 
UBS PaineWebber Inc., as a senior vice president of Dillon, Read & Co. and as a managing director of Drexel 
Burnham Lambert. Ziglar’s private sector career spanned almost 23 years. 

Ziglar will teach in the areas of immigration policy and constitutional law, as well as courses on 
natural resources law and policy. “GW has long been a national and community leader in the areas of 
immigration and environmental law and policy,” said Young. “Our immigration clinic was the first, and for 
many years the only, community service program of its kind in the D.C. area. Our nationally recognized 
environmental law program has been a leader in the field since its establishment in 1970. Adding the talents 
of someone of Jim Ziglar’s background and stature to our existing strengths in these areas will enrich our 
programs and be of enormous benefit to our students.” 


In a letter to Young, Ziglar noted, “I am delighted to have this once-in-a-lifetime opportunity to teach 
at a law school of GW’s national reputation and esteem. It is particularly gratifying to be invited to join the 
faculty of the Law School from which I received my degree. GW’s future as a center of intellectual excellence 
and enlightenment is unlimited.
